A ROMANCE IN REAL LIFE,

Told briefly, this romance in real life,
which would perbaps not be believed if the
proois did mot exist, began 25 years
when John M. Mcrer, a2 German, endow
with those traits of industry and frogality
which characterize the race, came to this
country from Hamburg with his wite, The
frau was blue-eyed, very slenderly fash-
joned snd rather sickly. They landed at
Boston, where Meyver found work almost
1mmediue]y. For a wear they lived care-
fuliy sud economieally, and then they came
to this city with enough money to start s
green grocery store at the corner of Green-
wich avenue and West Twelfth street.

They bad apsartments over the store, but
such was the state of Mrs. Meyer's health
that she seldom left hef rooms. In fact, &
Ertaur part of the time she was confined to

er bed. She frequently became uncon-
scious, and oo several occasions remained in
that state for several days. The profits of
the store went for the employwent of doe-
tors, who consulted, but could not learn
what the mysterious malady was. Sud-
denly she began 1o improve, and in a re-
markably short time she had so iar recov-
ered us to beable to assist her husband in
thie store.

ONE OF THE TWINS RENOTVED.

For a vear her health continned excellent,
but one day, at the expiration of that time,
while she was waitivg upon n customer in
the store, ehe tumbled down on the floor be-
hind the counter in one of her old nitacks
Ehe was carried upstairs, and it was six
days before she recovered her senses.

The
nurse had no children, and she said she
would take one of the girls. Mever wassatis-
fied with that, and two davs after birth one
of the children was removed to Mrs. Hirsh's
home in Hoboken aud a nurse employed to
look after it. Meyer signed the papers, aod
it was apreed that Mrs. Meyer should know
nuthiog of the transaction.

BUT BAD LUCK CAME.

The next day the invalid returned to con-
sciousness, Her health came back, and her
baby wae christened Anuie. Mrs. Hirsh
went to her Hoboken home and had her
protege baptized under the name of Mamie
Hirsh.

Bud luck came to the little green grocery
after thal. For three years business -
ally fell off. Mever lost sll his money, the
shutters were pul up for good, and he
tramped around the streets looking for work.
It was hard to find, In short, he neyer
fonnd it So he got wp very early one
morning, without disturbing his wife or
little Aunie, He walked over as far as
Grove and Hodson streets, and standing
with St. Luke’s Episcopal Church on one
side and the public school on the other, he
pul.ed out & big old country revolver and

Friends came forward to help the widow
and she took her furniture and baby sn
moved up to the house'on One Hundred and
Beventy.sixth street, where she lives to-day.
She was a five seamstress, and obtaining

BEGINNING OF THE ESD.

Mre. Hirsh, who uitpud one of the twins,

mever communivated with the Maeyers,

Hirsh has been an invahid, unableto do
ny work. About the same time when
Annie Meyer caught the cold which resulted
fatally, he died, leaving his wife and adopted
girl almost destitute.

Hirsh concluded to return to Germany and
pass the rest of her days with her friends in
the Fatherland, After the sale of ber furn-
iture she found she did not have money
enough to take Mamie with her, so she
wrote to her relatives in Earope for money
and waited for a reply.

Before it came she read in the newspapers
of the death of Amnie Meyver. Her con-
science began to frouble and she con-
cluded to return her ado daughter to
ber own mother. She told the gir] the true
history of her life, and told her that she
must go back to her mother. '.l‘hultuut
down and wrote the letter which Mrs. M o!

received last Wednesday from the
her daughter.
